Class schedule announced for 
religious ed. diploma program

All religion teachers in the 
diocese, whether in CCD 
classes or Catholic schools, 
“now have an opportunity to 
earn a diploma in religious 
education through a program 
offered jointly by the diocese 
-and the University of San 
Diego. 


The diploma program con- 
sists of a series of eight 
courses which will be offered 
one evening per week in 
seven locations across the 
diocese beginning in Janu- 
ary. 


USD WILL grant two 
extension credits per course 
through the school’s ‘‘Ex- 
tended University’” program. 
The first is called ‘‘The 
Ministry of the Word’’. 


It will give an overview of 
such areas as Christ in the 
Gospels and Tradition, The- 
ology of Revelation, the De- 
velopment of Catechesis, the 
Qualities and Competencies 
of the Religion Teacher, 
Christian Prayer and Wor- 
ship, Christian Morality and 


the Church Teachings on 
Social Justice. 


Classes will meet on 
Mondays beginning Jan. 5 at 
St. Therese church; San 
Diego, and Aquinas High 
School, San Bernardino. 
Tuesday classes will begin 
Jan. 6, at the Church of the 
Resurrection, Escondido.

LA MESA—The six Bourus children will sing carols around 
their Christmas tree and crib this year. But their mother 
won't be there to accompany them as in past years. And their 
father’s presence will also be a memory. 


For Valerie, Bill, Tony, Jack, Betty and Debbie this will be 
the first family Christmas alone, without ents. Their 
mother, Elizabeth, died suddenly last April, and their father, 
George, died unexpectedly and suddenly in 1972. 


THE SIX YOUNT adults—they are far too responsible to be 
called merely ‘‘Children’’—are part of the family of 10 which 
the Air Force Colonel and his wife happily and lovingly raised 
during the 30 years before Col. Bourus retired in 1971. He 
died a year later. In April this year his wife was struck down 
by a heart attack. : 


Valerie, 24, is ‘“‘head’’ of the family. ‘‘Now I have a house, 
five kids, four cars, a dog and two cats to look after,’’ she 


laughs. Her joyful spirit and resourcefulness are matched by- 


her younger brothers and sisters for whom she keeps house 
and home together, as they are at college and school: 


Four older Bourus children are married and live in cities far 
removed from La Mesa, where the six youngest live in the 
family home. ; 


DURING THE 31 years of matriage in the Bourus family a 
child came about every two years, and they moved to a new 
location about every four years. The colonel’s Air Force duties 
took them to widely separated cities and stations, from San 
Diego to Atlanta, Ga., from Chicago to Aléxandria, Va. He 
spent one duty in Spain, but had to leave the family behind. 


The home bought and planned for retirement, overlooking 
the western view from the heights of La Mesa, is now the 
happy center for a young family of brothers and sisters being 
tested, but finding their inner resources more than adequate. 


“Our faith has always meant a lot to us,”’ they almost 
chorus in response to your inquiry. ‘And the deaths of our 
parents brought an even stronger faith. Without it we would 
have found it almost too much to take.” 


Parishioners at Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon, will see them 
at Mass on Sundays. ‘‘Going to Mass is very important to us 
as a family, and we always try to go together,’’ adds Valerie. 


Twenty-two-year-old Bill thinks ‘‘we wouldn’t have come 
through these trials without our faith.’ He limps from a 
motorbike crash which damaged his leg 18 months ago. 


They all pay tribute to the fact that their parents “‘gave up a 
lot to send us all through Catholic schools. Something as 
important as that to them must be important to us,”’ they say. 


— “BABY” OF THE family, 15-year-old Debbie, is a 
sophomore at Our Lady of Peace Academy, and her older 
sister, Betty, 17, is vice president of the student body there. 


“Losing your parents at 12 or. 15 isa trauma,”’ says Debbie, 
who wants to become a nurse, ‘“‘but we have three strong, 
healthy brothers who take care of us. We’re so close, you 


could almost say we’re too dependent on each other.’ 


Certainly family unity and the upbringing given by devoted 
parents shows in their grasp of values today. “Religion 
wasn't so much talked about in our family,’’ comments Bill, 
“as it was lived.” i 


THEY ARE obviously very open with each other. ‘‘We talk 
to each other,’’ says 20-year-old bearded Tony, perhaps the 
least talkative of the sextet; ‘‘If somebody has a gripe we say 
it. Everyone is a valuable personality.” : 


“Yes,’’ adds Valerie, ‘‘Mom used to say that if she could 
pick a group of people to live with she would pick them just 
like us.’’ ; 

“But,’’ cuts in Jack, 19, ‘‘don’t think we’re all that perfect. 
We have different traits and mannerisms, from perfectionist 

.to slob.’’ There’s a typical family dispute as to who is the 
worst “‘slob’’. e 

WHILE NONE of them sits in judgment on their teenage 
and young adult peers, they each view sadly the deteriorating 
moral standards around them.

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When Christmas comes 


When Christmas comes round again, men 
ask themselves: Who, then, was Jesus? Our 
faith exults and cries out: It is he, the Son of 
God made man. He is the Messiah we were 


expecting, He is the saviour of the world, the . 


master of our lives, the shepherd that guides 
men to their pastures in time, to their destinies 
beyond time. 


But after this outburst of our soul in this 
hymn of glory and faith, can we say that we are 
completely satisfied? Or does there not remain 
at the bottom of our hearts a need to know 
better, to say more? 


Certainly, because Jesus Christ is mystery, a 
being beyond our capacity and expression. He 
delights. us, he intoxicates us, and in this very 
way he instructs us about our limits and about 
the necessity of studying further, exploring 
better: the breadth and the length and the 
height and the depth of his mystery. 


This is the invitation that the Church extends — 


every year to the faithful. This invitation does 


not turn us away from the sight and the 


enjoyment of the delightful, ingenous picture of 
our cribs, nor from the serene and gay 
conversation of the domestic feast. What is 
there more human, more beautiful, more 
genuine than a celebration of Christmas such as 
‘this, in which, for those who have the 
‘understanding of faith, human and’ divine 
realities emerge? 


We propose, therefore, to give to Christmas 
the sense of a recurring initiation into 
“understanding, as far as is possible, the 
doctrine of Christ. Jesus Christ is really God 
and really man. this is his real definition, and 
-.true theology for us. = 


To cling fast to this interpretation of Jesus is 
our faith and our safety. It does not duplicate 
the figure of Jesus, as if the Jesus of the gospel 
were different from the Jesus of true 
theological doctrine, but it defends the 
mysterious treasure of truth which is in him and 
authorizes us to penetrate its depths.. 


We say this, sons and daughters, with the 


wish that Christmas should be for all of you the 
epiphany of the Lord, that is the true 
manifestation of who he is and what he has 
done for us, awakening in your spirits the

The United States bishops, at their recent 
meeting in Washington D.C., did not get very much 
coverage in the media generally: Yet some of their 
papers and deliberations touch the very heart of 
today’s -social problems. The right to a decent 
home, for instance, was the title of one statement of 
several thousand words, accentuating the fact that 
one of every five families in this country suffers 
“from serious housing deprivation.’’ ; 


A resolution calling for reform of current welfare 
and-unemployment compensation systems showed 
that the bishops are concerned that ‘‘our economic 
life must reflect broad values of social justice and 
human rights.’’ 


Their statement on Catholic-Jewish relations 
stressed the aim -to promote knowledge and 
understanding among Catholics of the Jewish 
antecedents of our faith. 


A pastoral plan for pro-life activities was agreed 
in which a very widespread organizational plan was 
laid out, ranging from parish level to congressional 
level. The plan calls for. an ‘‘educational. public 


‘informational effort to inform, clarify and: deepen 


understanding of the basic issues.’’ The bishops 
also pledged their continued support.of the Human 
Life Foundation, which is devoted to research and 


education into natural family planning.

 ‘Catechisms’ called faulty 


Many concerned parents and CCD 

teachers are disappointed in the catechisms 

_ being used in parochial schools and CCD 

classes. They’re looking for genuine 

Spirituality in their children, and instead are 

finding a lack of faith and disregard for the 
laws of God. and the Church. 


Teenagers, especially, are showing the 
fruits of these faulty texts. They often 
assume. one church is as good as another, 
stay. away from confession, and consider the 
Sunday Mass obligation unimportant. As a 
result, .crime and premarital: sex are 
increasing among them, also drug addiction 
and alcoholism. There is a general 
disrespect for parents, country, and 
authority of any kind. Religious exercises 
and faith in God are diminishing rapidly. 

The new catechisms stress ‘‘freedom.”’ 
Grace, the soul and sin are hardly 
mentioned. They are receiving a socially- 
oriented education—how to get along with 
others, whether or not they are helping in 
the war against pollution, if they are 
“experiencing community.”’ 

The infallibility of the pope is not 
explained, only the constant change the 
Church is engaged in. The Mass is no longer 
referred to as a ‘‘sacrifice,”’ but a 
“celebrating community.’’ The passion and 
death of Christ is not stressed. 

Major sins are pollution, not taking care of 
the earth, selfishness, prejudice. The 
Commandments are minimized, covered in a 


sentence or two, to include only social, 


economic aspects of living. 


Even though these texts are,labeled to be 
within the requirements of the bishops, they 
are not. And, nothing is being done about 


the ambiguities, omissions, and €rrors of the 


faith contained in them.

God's vote of confidence 


The Word made Flesh

Christmas is a permanent antidote to 
human self-hatred. It marks God’s own 
resounding, lasting vote of confidence in the. 
human race. 


At Christmas we celebrate the mystery of 
the Incarnation—the union of the human and 
the divine in Jesus Christ. Christmas and 
what it stands for are the conclusive answer 
to the age-old temptation to devaluate and 
degrade what is human. 


IT MAY at first seem out of place today to 
emphasize this matter of human dignity. 


After all, many people regard this as anera . 


of humanism run rampant. To them it 
appears that the spiritual and religious crisis 
of our times lies precisely in excessive 
exaltation of the human: the insistence that 
human beings are sufficient unto themselves 
and have no real need of God. 


But the appearances are deceiving. It is a 
paradoxical fact that the characteristic 
humanism of our times amounts to a deadly 
attack on human dignity. By emptying 
human life of ultimate meaning, secular 


humanism condemns human beings to. 


self-hatred and despair. The rhetoric of 
secular humanism makes men and women 
gods. But its reality reduces them to the 
level of animals. 


We do not have to look far to see the 
results. Many persons today’ struggle to 
avoid their sense of futility and meaningless- 
ness by frantic activity. This is the root cause 
of our rat-race society in which sheer ‘‘busy 
work’’ substitutes for genuinely meaningful 
forms of human endeavor. 


OTHERS TRY to find meaning in 
materialism. They: strive endlessly for 


wealth and possessions. Those who achieve,. 


them learn soon enough that they are 
incapable of giving real meaning and 
purpose to life. 


Others fall back on the escapism of 
sensuality—alcohol, drugs, casual sex. The 
evidence is overwhelming that this is not the 
way to lasting fulfillment but leads only to 
frustration and deeper despair. 


Most alarming of all is the devaluation of 
the human through direct assaults on life. 
We live in a violent age, an era of diminished 
respect for life. Violence has even become 
socially acceptable for some people when it 
takes such forms as abortion and euthanasia. 


HUMAN LIFE, in this perspective, is not 
truly sacred. Rather, it is a commodity to be 
measured on the scale of convenience and 
sacrificed when necessary to achieve other, 
more highly valued objectives. 


Christmas stands in stark repudiation of 
all this.-In celebrating the Incarnation, 
Christmas celebrates the dignity and 
sacredness of what is human. 

True, the Incarnation is the mystery of the 
redemption of ‘‘fallen’? humanity. But that 
is just the point. We have been rescued and 
raised by the action of God. 


INDEED, HUMAN beings are raised to 
the status of God’s adopted sons and 
daughters. In a real sense our destiny now is 
to be godlike—not ‘“‘little gods’’ absorbed in 
the futility of self-worship, but . persons 
capable of sharing by reason of God’s action, 
in the divine life itself. 

Christmas tells us something essential 
about the value God assigns to human 
nature. And it is also something startling: in 
Jesus Christ not: only did the Word become 
flesh, as truly human as any of us, but 
humanity became capable of sharing in the 
divine life. 

The Incarnation is often described as 
God’s stooping to the level of the human. 
That is one valid way of looking at it. 
Certainly the gulf between God and human 
beings is immense. Human effort cannot 
close it. Only God can do that. 


BUT THE Incarnation also signifies the 
elevation of the human to almost incredible 
heights of dignity. It is not just that God 
became man in Jesus Christ. As a result of 
the Incarnation, human beings have a 
destiny to become godlike. More than 
anything else, that is why Christmas is the 
final, definitive answer to the curse of 
human self-hatred in our day and always. At 
Christmas we truly receive ‘‘tidings of great 


joy.”’

Hope and expectation

Christmas is a time for hope and 
expectation. When Ann was born she was 
the first child in the family and her arrival 
into this world was surrounded by dreams 
and plans. And all was going smoothly in her 
happy world. She arrived safely and well. 
But after about a year a shadow fell over her. 
Ann developed a very high fever that would 
not break and by the time it did, there were 
many shattered hopes, dreams and expecta- 
tions. 


Now Ann is 11 years old, the oldest of nine 


other children. Five of them are her natural - 


brothers and sisters and four are adopted 
family members. Ann has learned to 
welcome all the children into the family, to 
play with them, amuse them, feed them and 
comfort them. And they have learned to 
trust her gentleness, concern and fun. 


THERE ARE times when she gets tired 
easily, and needs to be able to do things at 
her own slower pace but no one makes a fuss 
over it. Each one in the family has a unique 
place. Each one belongs. Each one has 
something to share with the others. 


. And what has happened to the hopes and 
expectations? They have been altered, and 
shifted, and adjusted to various diagnoses, 
learning disabled, educably mentally re- 


-tarded, etc., etc. But hope is still alive and 


vibrant. Hope is alive because of this one 
child’s amazing capacity to absorb love and 
reflect it in her quiet presence. 


Big brown eyes, alive with trust, and a 
tadiant smile full of good humor, speak of 
the mystery of her courage and her will to 
live and love. Hope springs from her: 


STRANGE THAT receiving love and 


‘reflecting it should be so hard sometimes: 


and yet that it can/ be accomplished 


masterfully by a child like Ann. Strange that 
those who are “‘helping’’ Ann end up being 
helped and affected by her. 


Some people can focus on all the problems 
she has and could give to others, but other 
people can ‘enjoy the mystery of her 
presence. Some of the people who enjoy her 
almost as much as her family does belong to 
her parish religious education group. 


And on Sunday mornings when the family 
walks to church together, eight children in 
two’s holding hands, with parents in control, 
everyone is glad to greet the whole family, 
They make a fine entrance procession! 


ALL THE children get settled in the front 
pews while both parents take their place in 
the song group. Now Ann is the one who is 
keeping an eye on the little group. All goes 
well. 


Then it is her turn to bring the bread to the 
priest at the time of the presentation of the 
gifts. Alive with interest, joy and pride, she 
makes the long trip to the altar with dignity 
and a sense of the sacred. 


Watching her we say, what a Christmas 


. gift we have been given. What a gift we 


offer. What a gift we enjoy. 


AS THERE have been hard days and hard 
weeks in the past, there will be hard times in 
the future, but the final investment is being 
made in the now, in the love that is shared 
among people who trust one another.

and patience brings perseverance, and

Jesus King of Israel 


Christ the King is 


source of peace for 


all of creation 


By Father Peter Kearney 


When the Virgin Mary praised God for the 
great things He had done for her, she 
proclaimed ‘‘He has deposed the mighty 
from their thrones and raised the lowly to 
high placed’’ (Luke 1:52). 


In spirit, she was uniting herself to the 
whole past experience of her people Israel, 
which had known that its lowliness 
throughout history had become a vehicle for 
the expression of God’s power: ‘‘He has 
upheld Israel his servant, ever mindful of his 
mercy’’ (vs. 54). 


THAT WAS preeminently true of Israel’s 
King. The religious attitude of the king 
before God was that of a helpless little child; 
this royal expression of humility was an act 
of trust that God would once again show 
forth His power through the helplessness of 
human means. 


Thus, on the day of his coronation, the 
king heard the words of Psalm 110, ‘‘Yours 
is princely power in the day of your birth’’ 
(vs. 3) and Psalm 2 ‘‘You are my son; this 
day I have begotten you’’ (vs. 7) 


The newly-crowned king was like a 


new-born child before God. This image is 
preserved for us in the poetry of Isaiah, who 
proclaimed at the coronation of the Davidic 
king in his own time’’...a child is born to us, 
a son is given us; upon his shoulder 
dominion rests’’ (9:5). 

FOR ISAIAH, this ‘‘second birth’’ of royal 


-- coronation includes the gift of the spirit of 


wisdom for governing well: ‘‘The spirit of 
the Lord shall-rest upon him: a spirit of 
wisdom and understanding’’ (11:2). 


With such a gift, the king will be able to 
restore peace and allow the people an 
experience of paradise; he shall be like a 
little child at the center of a restored world: 
“The calf and the young lion shall browse 
together, with a little child to guide them”’ 
(vs. 6). 


This hope for a share in paradise through 
the wise exercise of kingship is even 


reflected in the figure of Adam before his 


sin: He could name all the animals (Genesis 
2:19-20) and, like a child, was unashamed of 
his nakedness (vs. 25). . 
BUT ADAM sought more wisdom than 
was .proper to man (3:5-6).: In several 
psalms, the king himself renounces. such a 


How to Begin Reading the Bible 


The Book of Psalms 
is like a whole Bible 
in miniature

“T’ve tried to read the Bible several 
times,’’ Margie told me. ‘‘But I never get 
very far. The creation stories in Genesis are 
interesting. So is the story of how Adam and 
Eve sinned. 


“But then everything gets so dull and 
complicated. I just lose interest and stop. I 
must have started the Bible four or five 
times, but hardly ever get past the first 
book, Genesis.’’ ; 


SEVERAL OTHERS shared similar exper- 
iences as we chatted after dinner at Margie 


and George’s home. ‘‘The language is so : 


strange,’’ Harry added. ‘‘There are so many 
odd names of people and places. I just find it 
hard to keep interested.”’ 


I suggested that they try looking at the 
Book of Psalms, which is usually found near 
the middle of most Bibles. It contains 150 


psalms or prayers. They are not arranged in 
any particularly logical order. Most are 
shorter than a page in length. But they touch 
down on and arise out of the kinds of 
experiences we all have: suffering, joy, 


_ anxiety, loneliness, success and failure, 


doubt, love, frustration. 


The Psalms are about the kinds of 
experience we all share. The writers of the 
Psalms interpret these day-to-day experi- 
ences in the light of their experience of God 
within their religious tradition. 


AS A. RESULT the Book of Psalms 
condenses much of the rest of the Bible and 
relates the biblical, traditional themes to 
daily living. 

Millions of Jews and Christians have loved 
the Psalms in the past and other millions 
continue to pray them today. They are one of 
the most accessible books in the Bible and a 
good place to start one’s reading of the 
Scriptures. 
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fault, proclaiming that he will not seek 
beyond his limits. 


Thus, in Psalm 139, the king applies to 
himself the imagery of Adam, who was 
fashioned from the earth: ‘nor was my 
frame unknown to you when I was made in 
secret, when I was fashioned in the depths of 
the earth’’ (vs. 15); but, unlike Adam, he 
rests humbly before the superior wisdom of 
God: “Behind me and before, you hem me in 
and rest your hand upon me. Such 
knowledge is too wonderful for me; too lofty 
for me to attain’’ (vs. 5-6). 


And, again, bringing out the imagery of 
his “‘childhood’’ even more clearly, the king 
prays in Psalm 131: ‘‘O Lord, my heart is not 
proud, not are my eyes haughty; I busy not 
myself with great things, nor with things too 
sublime for me, Nay rather, I have stilled 
and quieted my soul like a weaned child. 
Like a weaned child on its mother’s lap, so is 
my soul within me’’ (vss. 1-2). 


THE IMAGERY of royalty would emerge 
in a new way once Jesus came. His baptism 
is like a coronation scene, accompanied by 
the voice of the Father announcing, ‘‘You 
are my Beloved Son’’ (Mark 1:11) and by the 
gift of the descending Spirit (vs. 10). 


But Jesus would exercise His kingship by 
giving others a share in royalty. In the 
beatitudes He taught that those who were 
lowly in God’s presence would partake of His 
reign: ‘‘...they shall be called sons of 
God...the reign of God is theirs’? (Matthew 
5:10-11). 

Thus, anyone who would want to enter 
God’s reign must be like a little child (Mark 
10:14-15); those who receive the fullness of 
wisdom hidden from generations past are 
“the merest children’’ (Luke 10:21). 


APPLYING SUCH thought to Baptism, 
John’s Gospel teaches that the royal 
Baptism of Jesus in the synoptic gospels 
must become to some degree our own 
experience: ‘‘no one can enter into God’s 


There will still be many unfamiliar names, 
strange expressions, -and puzzling state- 
ments.. There will be some surprising 
expressions and attitudes. After all, these 
prayers were created 20 to 30 centuries ago 
in a very different world than our own. 

BUT THEY touched sensitive chords in the 
experience of people in every age, because 
they are about the basic experiences and 
questions everyone has at some time or 


other. They are about life. They are about. 


God. They constantiy relate life and God. 


In opening the Book of Psalms don’t 
expect to read it like a novel. Read it slowly. 
The psalms are prayers. Don’t read too 
many psalms at any one time. When one 
strikes you, stay with it. If a particular 
expression speaks meaningfully to you, 
learn it by heart. : 


Don’t try to go through a lot, but try to 
appreciate what strikes a cord in your heart. 
Don’t feel compelled to read them in any 
order. Pick and choose what appeals to you. 


kingdom without being begotten of water 
and Spirit’’ (3:5). 

The Epistle to the Ephesians expresses 
this new existence of Christians in terms that 
evoke our share in royalty. and even in the 
harmony of a renewed creation, as paradise 
restored: God showed power “‘in raising 
Christ from the dead and seating him at his 
right hand in heaven’’ (1:20). ; 

God so exalted Him that now Christ ‘‘fills 
the universe in all its parts (vs. 23)...both 
wiith and in Christ Jesus he raised us up and 
gave us a place in the heavens’’ (2:6). 


SUCH THEMES of royal ‘‘childhood’’ and 
universal peace, as found in both the Old 
and New Testament, can illumine for us the 
meaning of the gospel portrayals of Jesus as 
the King of Israel, even while a new-born 
infant. , 

In Matthew’s Gospel, the astrologers pay 
‘Him homage as king and offer Him gifts 
(2:2, 11); there are indications that this king 
is, the source of peace for all creation, for 
even a star from heaven has pointed the way 
to Him (2:9), leading the astrologers ‘‘from 
the East’’ (2:1), the place of Eden (Genesis 
2:8), as if to indicate that paradise has been 
restored in Bethlehem. 

In a different way, Luke present. a similar 
message. Since it is fitting that a king have a 
messenger to announce his coronation 
(Isaiah 52:7), an angel announces to the 
shepherds that the Messiah (that is, King) 
has been born in the City of David. The king 
of Israel had been regarded as a source of 
universal peace (Psalm 72:3,7). 


The angelic host, as if proclaiming that 
heaven and earth have been brought 
together through this child, sing of God’s 
““peace on earth to those on whom his favor 
rests’ (2:14). Their song is a promise that 
the faithful will share the lot of royalty, that 
they will be with Jesus, who at His 
““coronation’’ in the Jordan heard the word: 
“You are my Béloved Son. On you my favor 
rests’’ (Luke 3:22).

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During Babylonian Exile 


God sent out the 
prophets to console 
the people in exile

God responds to the needs of His people. 
In the days of the kingdoms of Israel and 
Judah when prosperity and _ political 
expediency caused the Israelites to abandon 
their covenant promises to Yahweh, He sent 
them prophets to exhort them to faithful- 
ness, to warn them of the consequences their 
apathy toward the covenant could bring 
upon them. 


When Jerusalem fell to the might of 
Nebuchadnezzar and most of the citizens of 
Judah were exiled to Babylon, the dangers 
facing the remnant of God’s people were 
entirely different from those they had faced 
as an independent nation. 


JERUSALEM, GOD’S Holy City, had 
been conquered and destroyed. The Temple 
had been leveled and the Ark of the 
Covenant destroyed or hidden never to be 
found. Those who had interpreted their 
*‘chosenness”’ to mean national invincibility 
had their dream shattered by reality. 


Exiles who survived the fall of Jerusalem 
and the 600-mile death march to Babylon 
were grief stricken and confused. The Land, 
promised them by Yahweh, had been 
wrenched from them. The city where His 
name was to dwell forever was in ruins. It 


was. as if the Word of Yahweh had* been © 


blotted out by pagan victories. 


With their religious roots brutally yanked 
from the sacred soil of Israel they were faced 
with the same despair that had caused their 
brothers from .the Northern Kingdom to 
disappear completely when exiled to Assyria 
a century and-a half earlier. 


THE FEELINGS of desolation are 
expressed in Psalm 137. ‘‘By the streams of 
Babylon we Sat and wept when we 
remembered Zion...”’ 


But God responded to the new need of his 
people and raised up among them great 
prophets to speak to them of Yahweh’s love 
for them and exhort them to hope in His 
promise that a Holy Remnant would return 
to the land. 


The two great prophets of the Exile were 
Ezekiel and he who is known to us only as 
Second Isaiah. 


EZEKIEL WAS among those taken 
hostage and deported to Babylon in 597 by 
Nebuchadnezzar. He received his prophetic 
call in $92 (Ezekiel 1-3) and spoke the Word 
of God among his fellow exiles until 570. 


His first prophecies pre-date the fall of 
Jerusalem and like Jeremiah’s warn the 
people of the coming disaster. Many of his 
prophecies were dramatically acted out by 


the prophet who most scholars would agree: 


was the most eccentric of a breed of unusual 
men. 


He acts out the fall of Jerusalem by 
digging a hole in the wall of his house 
through which he escapes and flees into the 
darkness (12:1ff). All this while his fellow 
hostages look on. Another such prophecy is 
his ‘‘Song of the Sword’’. (21:13gg). 


EZEKIEL’S VISIONS of God on the 
Cherubim (1:1ff), the dry bones (37:1ff) and 
the New Temple (40-42) are God’s 
consolation of His people and His assurance 
that He is present among them even in exile, 
and that they will indeed be restored’as a 
people to the Land of the Promise. ? 


His allegory of the two. sisters (23) 


reminds the Israelites of their history of 


infidelity to Yahweh and the hardness of 
heart that resulted in their conquest and fall. 


After the fall of Jerusalem (587) Ezekiel’s 
prophecies change to messages of hope. In 
his Parable of the Shepherd (34) He 
contrasts their bad kings (shepherds) with 
the Good Shepherd, God, and the messiah 
whom He will send to father them together. 


THE PROMISE of a cleansing of His 
people and the gift of new hearts, of flesh, 
not stone (36:24-28) speaks of the gift of 
God’s Spirit to enable men to live by God’s 
statutes. 


Second Isaiiah (Isaiah 40-55) is raised up 
among the exiles toward the end of their 
captivity and is charged with the message of 
hope and consolation. Indeed his first oracle 
prophesies an end to the exile. 


Living with Waywardness 


Marital love mirrors 
the covenant of God 
‘with his people Israel

Singleminded commitment to any great 


love is a rare human achievement. To know 
one’s way to personal fulfillment and. to 
follow that way without deviation seems to 
be too hard an assignment for the ordinary 
man or woman. Waywardness of some kind 


seems to be built right into the human heart. - 


Even marital love which is two people’s 
commitment to an enduring complacence in 
each. other rarely escapes periods of 
disillusionment. Husband and wife can 
normally mature together only a series of 
disappointments and rediscoveries. And 
before each rediscovery, there is a strong 
likelihood that one or the other may have a 
painful feeling of having lost his or her way. 
“T don’t know where we are going”’ is a very 
understandable complaint at times; even in 
the best of loves. 


THE PROPHET Ezekiel uttered prophecies 
of doom and prophecies of restoration. For 
me, one of the most beautiful is in the form 
of an allegory about a marriage. In it, God 
speaks to Jerusalem and its people, with all 
the grief, indignation, poignancy, and 
ultimate forgiveness of a hurt lover. % 

He is a husband who has been betrayed by 
a fickle and wanton wife. And like any hurt 
lover, He seems unable to refrain from 
chastising the beloved by reminding hep of 
all the things He has done for her. 


In vivid and earthy language, the 
prophet’s voice tells of the Lord’s discovery 


- of His beloved as an abandoned child, 


unwashed, uncared for, doomed to die. He 
made her live and watched her grow into 
young maidenhood but found her still naked 
and untamed. 


THEN THE Lord says tenderly, ‘‘Again I 
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~ Prophets in Exile 


‘Comfort, give comfort to my people, says 
your God. Speak tenderly to Jerusalem, and 
proclaim to her that her service is at an end, 
her guilt is expiated...A voice cries out: In 
the desert prepare the way of the Lord! 
Make straight in the wasteland a highway 
for our God!’’ (Isaiah 40:1-3). 


HE CONTRASTS the power of Yahweh to 
the lifeless idols of Babylon (40:12-31). 
Cyrus, the conquerer of Babylon, is pictured 
as the chosen instrument of God to free His 
people (45:24ff) and the fall of Babylon as 
God’s punishment the Babylonian’s treat- 
ment of Israel (45:1-7). 

Yahweh’s forgiveness and restoration of 
Israel is movingly described in Second 
Isaiah’s canticle on ‘‘The New Zion’’ (54), 
where the barren and rejected wife (Israel; is 
taken back by God to be the mother of the 
New Israel. 


What they say about it... 


It is in second Isaiah that we find the 
beautiful and mysterious Servant Songs 
(42:1-4, 49:1-6, 50:4-11 and 52:13ff) that 
portray the ideal servant of God, unselfish, 
self-sacrificing and responding prefectly to 
the covenant call of Yahweh. Jesus clearly 
identified himself as this Servant, the Man 
of Sorrows. 


SECOND ISAIAH, like his predecessor 
whose name he bears emphasized the 
holiness of God and particularly the power of 
His Word (55:10) that is able to recreate and 
renew (43:19ff). 


God responds to the needs of His people 
as part of His hesed, his covenant love. 
Through Ezekiel. and Second Isaiah he 
responds to a broken, dejected and 
despairing people with consolation and hope 
based upon His promise of restoration.

Loving solicitude was heaped upon the 
Lord’s bride.

THERE IS a timelessness to this rebuke to 
Jerusalem and its people. It is the story of 
mankind’s response to God in every age. 
The Lord enriches us and beautifies us by 
the outpouring of gratuitous love. And we 
forget who we are, where we came from, and 
where we are going. Waywardness is an old 
story. And we throw ourselves away 
whenever we leave the way where love is 
calling us to follow Him. 


It would be calamitous if Ezekiel’s 
allegory stopped here. Even in the romance

of God and the human race, 
rediscovery after disillusionment. 


The hurt Lord says ‘‘Yet I will remember 
the covenant I made with you when you were 
a girl, and I will set up an everlasting 
covenant with you, that you may remember 
and be covered with confusion, and that you 
may be utterly silenced for shame when I 
pardon you all you have done.’’ (Ezekiel 
16:60) 


SAINT AUGUSTINE has a somewhat 
shocking remark about our Lord’s love for 
the Church. He says, ‘‘He found her a harlo 
and made her a virgin.”’ : 

Virginity is identified with singleminded- 
ness. Achieving singleminded love of the 
Lord is the vocation of the whole redeemed 
people of God. Christ, the Bridegroom, is 
ultimately the adorable center of all that 
undeviating complacence which human 
hearts are capable of when looking upon the 
beloved. 


While waiting to achieve this enviable 
fidelity amidst all the indecision, restless- 
ness, and incongruity of our -human 
bungling, we must accept ourselves as we 
are. We must learn to accept the struggle 
between our call to total commitment and 
our flirtations with waywardness.

- Has musical tradition | 
been abandoned?

A recent news item out of Los Angeles 
reported the proposed establishment in that 
area of four centers for the study of 
Gregorian chant. The founder, Msgr. Robert 
E. Brennan, believes there is ‘‘a growing 
movement to bring back Latin and Gregorian 
chant as a normal part of liturgical prayer.’’ 


I concur in his observation about the trend 
toward restoration of chant and Latin in our 
liturgies, but with some qualification. My 
experiences indicate the return of these 
musical elements is only a partial reintroduc- 
tion and those melodies tend ina. given 
celebration. to be combined with other 
contemporary vernacular songs. 


TWO ILLUSTRATIONS should clarify the 
point. 


St. Charles Borromeo Seminary at 
Overbrook in Philadelphia possesses the 
reputation among peer institutions as a 
conservative, old style, formidable eastern 
school for future priests. The massive 
buildings and vast campus, the students in 
cassock (and surplice for Mass), . the 
seminarians’ very deferential attitude to- 
ward visiting priests, the ancient paintings 
in every hallway tend to confirm this 
impressions. 


However, after directing a three-day 
retreat for the theological students at 
Overbrook, I found the label inaccurate. 
These young men are not ashamed of the 
past or of the Philadelphia tradition, but they 
seem very open to the Church’s needs for 
today and tomorrow. 


THE LITURGIES for that opening retreat 
reflected this pride of the past, but in tune 
with the present attitude. We worshiped 
from the Prayer of Christians, celebrated a 
communal Penance service and concluded 
on Friday with benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 


The music included ‘‘Deus in adjutorium 
intende’’ (a famous Gregorian chant 
introduction to the divine office) and the 
Bossa Nova, ‘‘Holy, holy, holy.” We 
chanted the Agnus Dei (Mode VIII) and 
joined in songs by Deiss and the Dameans; 
We sang ‘‘Down in: adoration falling’ (a 
vernacularized Latin benediction hymn) and 


listened to a melody by the monks of Weston 
Priory. 


Something old, something new indeed. 


The priests of our Syracuse diocese 
gathered this September ‘at a local motel for 
their second “‘live in’’ clergy workshop. 
Despite the presence of two excellent 
lecturers, feedback stressed that the 
highlight of the conference was not the good 
academic presentations, but the daily 
eucharistic liturgies. 


CAREFULLY PLANNED to feature a 
variety of options provided by the revised 
liturgical texts, the two Masses contained 
musically, as in Philadelphia, something old 
and something new. 


We changed a familiar Kyrie Eleiso& to 
begin one Eucharist and concluded that 
service with the popular ‘‘Let there be peace 
on earth.’’ Contemporary composer Carey 
Landry’s ‘‘I’ll Never Forget You’’ was a 


Communion meditation piece for Mass and ° 


the Salve Regina in Gregorian chant ended 
Compline or Night Prayer. 


The priests united both in Lucien Deiss’ 
antiphonal ‘‘Hosanna, hosanna, hosanna in 
the highest’’ and an Agnus Dei, again in 
plain chant. They also listened to a vocal solo 
with strong charismatic overtones and a 
violin rendition of ‘‘Jesu, Joy of Man’s 
Desiring.”’ 

THIS IS THE TYPE of old and new 
liturgies I see developing across the nation. 
It represents a restoration of Gregorian 
chant, true, and a modified reintroduction. 


Msgr. Brennan’s centers may stir more 
than local interest. In too many seminaries 
the Church’s rich musical tradition has all 
but been abandoned for contemporary 
compositions. Future priests certainly need 
an awareness of today’s best in music, but 
they also should acquire an appreciation for 
yesterday’s finest works. y 


Ezekiel sought to preserve the identity of 
God’s chosen ones in a strange land; Isaiah 
announced the return home of these pilgrim 
people. Perhaps the Los Angeles musician 
may perform a similarly prophetic role in 
preserving part of our heritage and leading 
the people of God in this age back to some of 
its ancient roots.

Bible does not hide 
‘seamy side’ of the 
sun king Solomon

Solomon combined human wisdom and « 


divine guidance to turn a nomadic peasant 
tribe into a luminous earthly kingdom. He 
built a temple to insure that genuine religion 
would unify the spirit and hopes of the 
“nation. World leaders sought his counseling 
talents. The queen of Sheba graded him as 
the world’s wisest man. 


Into this eden of wisdom crept the ancient 
snare, to use wisdom for self-serving 
purposes and not as a stairway to the stars. 
Solomon found out that kingdoms cost 
money. 


IN THE beginning the foreign - trade 
helped pay the bills. Soon, however, 
Solomon realized what all kings and 
politicians come to know, that he must levy 
taxes, and heavy ones at that, to sustain the 
new style of government living. 


Worse yet, he resorted to what amounted 
to slave labor. He forced the fiercely 
free-spirited nomads of the northern tribes, 
especially Israel, into contributed services. 
This was basically forced labor camps. or 
more plainly, slavery. 


He set up tax districts in the north in such 
a way that they dissolved the old tribal lines, 
in an effort to attach everyone firmly to the 
throne. The combination of heavy taxes and 
slavery policies set in motion the political 
discontent which would lead to civil war after 
his death, and permanently divide Israel in 
the north from Judah in the south. 


HIS SECOND great error was idolatry. 
Divine wisdom aided him to build a 
kingdom. His new fascination with false 
gods led to the quick destruction of that 
kingdom. ‘‘Solomon had 700 wives of 
princely rank, and 300 concubines. His wives 
turned his heart.’’ (I Kings 11:3) 


The number is doubtless an exaggeration, - 


but the corrupting result was not. His 
marriages to foreign wives led to a support 
for their strange religions. 


‘‘When Solomon was old his wives had 
turned his heart to strange gods. By adoring 
Astarte, the goddess of the Sidonians and 
Milcom, the idol of the Ammonites, Solomon 
did evil in the sight of the Lord. He built a 
high place (i.e. shrine) of Chemosh, the idol 
of Moab and to Molech, the idol of the 


. Ammonites.”’ (I Kings 11:4-9) 


THE BIBLE does not hide this seamy side 


of the sun king. Clearly he was too fond of 
ostentation and the display of wealth. His 
enormous harem witnesses both to his 
monumental lust for self indulgence as well 
as. a senile pampering of. his wives; 
idolatrous pieties. 


His autocratic spirit which served him well 
in establishing a sound administration for 
his kingdom turned sour when he became 
churlishly insensitive to the demands of 
human dignity and the griefs caused by 
unbearable taxation. 


Thus idolatry, unfair taxation and a 
humilating slave policy marked the final 
days of Solomon. The glory of Solomon, 
which could have been that of the integrated 
genius of a religious leader and a political 
monarch, turned merely into the flatulent 
wheezings of a typical oriental despot, 
surrounded as all such people have ever 
been, by a corps of sychophants. 


OTHER TROUBLES plagued his final 
years. The Egyptian pharaoh hired Hadad, 
the prince of Edom, to conduct border raids 
against Solomon’s kingdom. The desert 
chieftan, Rezon, created an independent 
nation at Damascus, which eventually 
became a serious military threat to the 
northern territories. 


Appalled by the slave policies, a group of 
prophets persuaded Jeroboam to initiate a 
rebellion against Solomon. The attempt 
failed and Jeroboam was exiled to Egypt. 
But the spirit of armed rebellion was sown 
and would mature at the king’s death. 


Speaking of his death, the Bible simply 
notes: ‘‘Solomon rested with his ancestors. 
He was buried in his father’s City of David, 
and his son Rehoboam succeeded him as 
king.’’ (I Kings 11:49) ; 

HE WHO COULD have left a legacy of 


- peace-and -hope and divine witness to the 


world, instead bequeathed a political and 
religious situation that resulted in civil war. 
Israel in the north broke away from Judah in 
the south. 


The northerners set up a center of worship 
in Gerizim to rival the temple in Jerusalem. 
The north became known as Samaria. Their 
religious and political quarrels turned them 
in upon themselves. 


However, dreams don’t die. The initial 
vision and wisdom of Solomon lives on, even 
as his later foolishness serves as a 
cautionary tale. J

Church news perspective: 1975 
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Diocese welcomes refugees, bishop: battles abortion 


For the Church 1975 was a year of tears, turmoil 
and triumph. Tears for Cardinal J ozsef Mindszenty, 
the anti-communist monolith, and for Cardinal Luigi 
Raimondi, former apostolic delegate i in the U.S. who 
installed Bishop Léo T. Maher as the shepherd of the 
San Diego diocese. 


Turmoil came to the Church in Third World 
countries where many priests, Brothers and Sisters 
were jailed and tortured by military regimes... 


BUT THE CHURCH saw triumph in the Holy Year 
which drew to Rome millions of pilgrims from: all 
over the world. Pope Paul canonized or beatified 
nearly 20 men and women including Mother 
Elizabeth Bayley Seton who became America’s first 
native-born saint on Sept. 14. 


Communist forces overran South Vietnam and 
more than 130,000-men, women and children fled 
the country. . 


Working through the Unita States Catholic 
Conference, dioceses throughout the nation 
resettled nearly half the refugees, and the San Diego 
diocese resettled nearly 1,500 refugees. 


LOCALLY THE diocesan Synod entered its final 
phase with policy proposals from the 14 Synod 
commissions going to Ran anes for debate and 
voting: 


Acting on several Synod II policy proposals Bishop 
Maher appointed a committee to plan a diocesan 
pastoral council, established a Spanish- -speaking 
commission and family life commission for the 
diocese: 


_. He also approved a proposal calling for a new 

_ office and board for ‘‘the total teaching mission’’ of 
the diocese, established commissions for communi- 
cation, worship and prayer and social justice; and set 
up a committee for black Catholics. 


THE BISHOP also took a strong stand against 
abortion and-declared that members of such groups 
as the National Organization for Women (NOW), 
who actively support abortion, must be denied 
Communion, 


The statement created international furor, and 
locally members of NOW protested the bishop’ Seer 
action with public demonstrations at three churches.

That was the question 
Vaughn E. Barkdoll asked 
himself after a federal ap- 
peals court ruled here in 1973 
that either a nativity scene, 
part of the capital’s annual 
Christmas pageant since 
1954, must go, or the 
government had to limit its 
participation in the pageant. 

FORMING a private citi- 
zens’ group, Barkdoll then 
applied for and received a 
demonstration permit to 
erect the nativity scene. 


For the past three years 
Barkdoll’s group has erected 
a S0-foot long manger com- 
plete with living figures 
acrors the street from the 
White House. 


Although his American 
Christian Heritage Associa- 
tion has no formal member- 
ship, Barkdoll said he re- 
ceives contributions for his 
annual project from people in 
30 states, and claims he has 
spent $5,000 of his own 
money to maintain the nativ- 
ity scene.

to respond to their needs. 


The alcoholic is pitied, shamed, neglected 
or‘put off as a comic figure, or seen as the 
object of a physical illness who has need of 
medical help but not of any moral 
readjustment. 


ONCE THESE opinions—or ‘‘principles’’ 
—are verbalized about these questions, we 
too often sit back and let someone else bear 
the responsibility for any solution that is 
necessary. 


We rely on biology to solve the abortion 
issue, law to answer our question about 
death with dignity, psychology to deal with 
the homosexual, legalism and tradition to 
satisfy the longing of those who feel left 


outside the workings of the Church and — 
medicine to cure the alcoholic. The~ 


responsibility we all bear as Christians goes 
far beyond that. 


It is very easy to avoid meeting any of 
these or related issues head on by-hiding 
behind a moral pronouncement. Not that 
moral pronouncements are not. necessary. 
But, as Christians, we bear a further 
accountability, that of presenting ourselves 
as bearers of the pastoral message of Jesus 
Christ as he teaches us in the gospels. 


IF WE DO NOT do that, we ourselves 
become guilty of what could be categorized 
as a disembodied legalism. 


How do we as Christians handle the moral 
guilt and anguish of the young unmarried 
couple who have consented to, and have 
had, an abortion? Do we sit back and say 
that they are guilty of so serious a'sin that 
they have reason to suffer guilt and anguish? 


What of the fear of the alcoholic who feels ~ 
_ that he has ruined his own life and, perhaps, 
the lives-of others through his drinking?
